which is as follows: 



Corliss Lamont opened the rally and stated that 
he was acting as Emergency Chairman in the interest of 
civil liberties. Carlton EeaTs, the scheduled Chairman, 
had withdrawn from the meeting. I. F. Stone' had also 
withdrawn as Moderator of the meeting. 

Lamont stated all students are not to be denied 
proper facilities. Cuban exile students wanted to debate 
the American students and the American students have 
accepted their challenge and will debate them on the 
proper occasion. 

Lamont stated that because under civil liberties 
freedom to travel has become one of the basic issues and 
"we" stand for that right to travel even when the Government 
or State Department deny the right. 

Lamont advised that he was there only as an 
individual representing himself and filling in in an 
emergency. 
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Lamont then introduced Conrad Lynn, who would be 
acting as Emergency Moderator of the meeting. Lynn was 
described as a lawyer who had been in attendance at the 
recent House Un-American Activities Committee (HUAC) hear' 
ings. 



Conrad Lynn stated that it was a good feeling to 
have the law on your side, whereas he had been in Washington 
for two days, Thursday and Friday, and he found out what it 
means to be under the rule of a fascist chairman. 

Lynn stated that some young representatives of 
the Ameriean people were in Washington and none of them 
claimed to have all the truth. 

According to Lynn, one of the fundamental tenets 
of democracy - the right to travel, is basic to any human 
advance . 



Lynn then stated that the audience should listen 
to an account by one of these young men who was called 
down and who went through indignities inflicted. 

Philip Luce was then introduced and stated in 
part that the HUAC hearing proved two very distinct points. 
"House Un-American Activities Committee knows that we 
violated no law by traveling to Cuba. There are no laws 
forbidding travel to Cuba and they have no proof of laws 
having been broken. The hearings proved that violence 
did take place - not perpertrated by students - perpertrated 
by hired goons-. of the House Un- American Activities Committee. 

"Five witnesses in <•- executive session refused, 
to answer any questions and demanded open hearing." This 
forced the HUAC to take students into an open session who 
demonstrated their right to laugh at inane laws. 
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Luce then stated "there is more freedom in 
Cuba than in Louisiana and that students did not per- 
pertrate violence and we showed Congress and House 
Un-American Activities Committee without question there 
is no law - had not violated any law. " 

Luce then stated that "we are going to Cuba 
again to prove it . " 

Conrad Lynn then stated "the real^CEdminals 
should "be "brought to trial - three Southern reactionaries: 
Willis i Tuck (West Virginia); Cool (Texas)". 

One of the students by the name of Thomas was 
introduced and stated "discrimination has disappeared 
in Cuba. Black people go .to school with white people . 

The black man can get any job he is qualified to do. 

Thomas also stated in part that punishment for 
discrimination in Cuba is 15 years in jail or be shot. 

Any person who discriminates against any man works 
against the revolution. Any man who thinks any other 
man is inferior may be tried for counter-revolutionary 
activities. 

Thomas also stated in part that before the 
revolution in. Cuba no black man was found on the beaches 
and the black men were the -poor people who were the 
peasants. 



According to Thomas all this has been changed 
in Cuba and that Robert Williams has his own house in 
Cuba and a radio program, "Radio Free Dixie". 

According to Thomas, Robert Williams intends 
to come back to the United States because he is desirious 
to stand trial and be acquitted. 
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Thomas also stated that committees on the East 
and West coast are to provide publicity for Robert Williams 
who will return within a year. 

Levi Laub was introduced and advised in part 
that he had met Che Guevera who is the worst critic of 
the regime in Cuba. Laub claimed to have asked Guevara 
what he liked least in Cuba and he answered that the most 
serious problem in Cuba today is bureaucracy. 

Laub further stated that today Cuba is an- .'-under- 
developed country which has a wonderfully honest leadership 
at the top. 

A1 Maher was introduced and advised in part that 
the function of the artist in Cuba is the freedom of 
expression. Maher also stated that there is a shortage 
of books in Cuba but books that are available are of good 
quality with no trash. 

According to Maher, the US blockage is now break- 
ing down. 



Steve Martinot was introduced and stated in part 
’’that Cuba is a Socialist country with a new united party 
of revolution. The first task of Cuba is to develop its- 
country for the good of its people and Pi del Castro is a 
Marxist - Leninist. 



According to Martinot, Cuba has three revolutionary 
movements yet only one revolution. 

Martinot also stated that the workers elect those 
workers who are best to be their candidates and the essential 
element in Cuba is the unity of the workers. 

A person by the name of Martin then stated that 
his general impression of the Cuban people is that they 
are behind Fidel Castro and the Socialist revolution. The 
people are united in the defense of their country and in 
Cuba, political discussion is carried on by all the people. 
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Corliss Lamont , the Chairman, then stated in 
part that this meeting v® on behalf of the American 
people and their right to travel to see and study to 
better cultural relations with foreign countries. 

A person by the name of Jim Higgins was intro** 
duced and was described as Assistant Managing Editor 
of the "York, Pennsylvania, Gazette and Daily". 

Higgins stated "if I were to tell what I 
like least about the United States we would be here 
all evening. What I like most about the United States - 
I like the kids in Birmingham. I like the 5^- student = 
teachers who went to Cuba." 

Higgins stated that he was speaking for him- 
self and not for the "York Daily". 

Higgins stated in part that" w^‘ are moving 
toward an open world, a united world and there is 
tremendous interest in progress of the Cuban revolution; 

Higgins stated that" we "should raise money here 
in order to send students back to Cuba and that money 
would be used for: 1. legal defense, 2. return trip, 

3. raising a fund for the family of Hector Hill who 
died in Cuba. 

Higgins announced to the audience that he 
reads his editorials over radio station WBAI in New 
York. e* * . . 

v '• •. -1 At this point during the rally money was 
collected by committee members by passing around 
hats and paper cups. 
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.'man by the name of Maxwell Geisrnar was then 
introduced and described as a literary historian and writer. 
Geismar stated in part that this meeting "is rightly in 
behalf of the United States. The terror the United States 
has for Cuba is somehow connected with race." 

Truman Nelson* described as a writer historian, then 
Stated that this is the revolutionary age and it is necessary 
for each of us now to see what 1 s happening . The dark 
peoples of the world are throwing off oppressors. 

Nelson also stated that "we believe students way 
of non-violant action against racious laws (regulations 
masquerading as laws). We are here to uphold law when the 
government breaks it. Nelson also stated that "the press 
tried to humiliate students in Washington." 

The rally was then broken down into a question and 
answer period which lasted until approximately 4:25 p.m. 

The rally was adjourned at 4:45 p.m. 

On September 15, 1963, a Special Agent of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation observed the following in 
the lobby of the Town Hall, 123 West 43rd Street, New York 
City prior to the start of the rally held on that date. 

Many of the students who participated in the 
Cuba trip- were acting as ushers and had arm bands on there 
left arm with the word "Committee" printed thereon. Marcus 
Gordon, Wendy Nakashima, Rhoden Smith, and Ellen Shallit were 
observed directing the people to their seats-. 

Jacob Rosen and Charles Rosen were observed 
directing the activities of the committee in the lobby. 

The persons with committee arm bands were acting as their own 
screening committee and requested anti-Castro persons to leave 
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the hall. Both Jacob Rosen and Charles Rosen were observed 
giving refunds to those who were asked to leave before the 
rally started. Some of the persons asked to leave had to 
be ejected forcibly and refunds were not given to those 
persons. Fred Jerome was also observed directing activities 
in the lobby. 

Just before the rally started Levi Laub and 
Philip Luce were observed sitting on the extreme left 
side of the stage in Town Hall. 

After the rally started Arnold Indenbaum was 
observed in the doorway to the Town Hall checking tickets 
of late comers to the rally.

F. BUDENZ testified before the 
United States Senate Permanent 
Investigations Sub Committee that 
EARL BROWDER the head of the 
Communist Party in the United 
States had referred to CORLISS 
LAMONT as one of the 1 four • prides" 
of the Communist Party., because 
CORLISS LAMONT was ready to 
cooperate with any Communist front 
or any Communist cause. BROWDER 
made this reference at a National 
Committee meeting of the Communist 
Party in the early 19^0 ' s . BUDENZ 
also -revealed that LAMONT was a 
member of the Communist Party when he, 
BUDENZ , was a member. 

"Rights" , self-described as a 
publication of the Emergency Civil 
Liberties Committee (ECLC) April and 
May, 1962 issue reveals CORLISS 
LAMONT as vice-chairman of the ECLC. 

CONRAD LYNN 

"The Journal News", a newspaper 
published in Nyack, New York, issue 
of Wednesday, May 8, 1963 , contained 
an article "LYNN 'not impressed' by 
Congress probe." The article reveals 
in part that CONRAD LYNN had appeared 
before the House Committee on UnAmerican 
Activities (HCUA) on "Monday" about 
his trip to Cuba in 1962 which he had 
made In order to take a deposition 
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from a client who had fled from 
his country. 

The article revealed that LYNN 
had announced he would not "take the 
5th Amendment . " 

The article stated that at the 
hearing LYNN said that he had been 
a member of the young Communist 
League (YCL) from 1928 to 1931 ^ 
and he had been a member of the 
Communist Party from 193^ to 1937 . 

LYNN said he left the Communist 
Party because he had been 
expelled after a trial because 
of his stand during the Trinidad 
Oil Workers strike of February* 1937* 
which he said went against party line. 
LYNN characterized himself as 
"being on the left" according to 
the article. 

The YCL has been 
designated pursuant 
to Executive Order 10^50.

New York, dated 10/9/63^ and addressed to "Dear Fellow American." 



This letter states that in 1958, in the Kent-Briehl 
case, the Supreme Court in a 5 to 4 decision "affirmed freedom 
to travel abroad to be the right of every American 
Citizen." 



This letter also states that the "Kent-Briehl 
case cost much to its two principals, but little 
as compared to what it cost the Emergency Civil Liberties 
Committee and its many generous friends* It was through 
the participation of countless public spirited American people 
and the devoted, self-sacrificing work of the Committee's 
attorney, LEONARD BOUDIN, that the right of every American 
to travel was won." 

This letter continues that the "defense of the 
American students now being prosecuted for having visited 
Cuba has been underta.ken by the Emergency Civil Liberties 'Committed’ 
and urges the recipient of this letter to "give your 
generous support toward the winning of this case, for it is of 
fundamental importance to the whole fabric of our Democracy." 

2, An undated, and unsigned mimeographed statement 
which reads as follows: 
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"WE T,HE UND? 2 RSIGNED, "believing with the United States Supreme 
Court that fche right to travel is a part of the liberty 
guaranteed to all Americans by the constitution, deplore the 
various restrictions placed upon individuals seeking to 
exercise that right. 

"We feel that the 59 young Americans who traveled to Cuba 
in the summer of 1963 with regular passports., had a right 
to defy a public notice to the contrary issued by the state 
Department and that such action was in the best tradition of 
supporting our fundamental law by disobedience to unwarranted 
regulations. 

"On September 27, 1963, a Federal Grard Jury indicted three young 
men for traveling to Cuba. The three who were indicted as 
well as the others who were rot, by risking imprisonment and 
fines brought to the attention of the country the arbitrary 
and unconstitutional restrictions imposed on the American 
people. In doing so they were also utilizing the only 
means available through which the courts could affirm and 
protect constitutional guarantees. 

"We call on our fellow Americans concerned with the survival 
•of the Constitution to help provide the best defense 
possible so that the issues which these young people have 
raised may be properly resolved in the courts."

Sponsored by Emergency Civil Liberties Committee 



Meeting opened by CORLISS LA MONT who introduced 
Dr. ALEXANDER MEDDI3J0HN recipient of an award from President 
JOHNSON recently. He cut the cake commemorating 172 anniversary 
of Bill of Rights and 12 anniversary of ECLC. 

There were approximately 1500 people present. 

This dinner is of importance in view of the recent tragic 
events, the assassination of President KENNEDY. Mr. LAMONT 
introduced the toastmaster. 

JOHN HENRY PAULK - who won a judgement of 3-5 
million dollars against "Aware” a reactionary publication. 

This has been reduced to $500,000. "Aware" planned to ruin 
his career by libeling him where it would do him the most 
harm. Mr. PAULK introduced the first speaker. 

Mrs. C5H1US EATON - wife of Ohio farmer, industrialist. 
Believes in peace, travel and democracy. Born Ohio, graduate 
of Uassar, teacher, member of Jr. League. Her topic was: 

"Ban The Bomb" or 2 generations of imbeciles is enough. 

Her name is Dr. ANN KEUDER EATON* 

Article I of Bill of Rights grants freedom of speech

We must attack these institutions - we do not 
mean we have to go to Moscow or Peking for help. 

It is significant that our government is concerned 
about citizens going to Cuba, particularly Negroes going to 
Cuba.

Are we such poor risks to expose us to anything outside 
America? 



If he had a choice to take his family on a vacation 
would he go to Havana or Miami? He would choose Havana 
not because he is a communist or a Castroite. He would 
choose it because he could stay at any hotel he wanted. His 
children could take a "leak" in any bathroom. Not one that 
was segregated. 

We in America cannot pretend to be the leader 
of the free world. The world is smaller today. It listens 
to speeches by L. PERES., Any citizen should be old enough, 
mature enough to go anywhere in the world and come back 
and report cn what he saw - Are we so abject that we cannot 
be corrupted? Are we not safer to know what is going on 
in Cuba, China, Vietnam? 
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He has written articles that were rejected because 
the magazine editors said: 

"This is not for our readers." 

The mass media of the press has a responsibility 
of dissemination of information and truth. 

Freedom is a slogan. We in America are free , 
only as we dare to be. People must protect freedom. When 
government tells us what to read* what to believe or with 
whom we may associate then that gove3?nment -in in great 
trouble. 



Concerning dictators - our government doesn’t 
disapprove of all of them* only those it cannot deal 
with. We back a status quo and neglect to face the 
inevitable revolution which is already in progress. 

All works of art are flawed.. There are 
limitations to our abilities so we cannot achieve our 
conceived perfection - We are human. We are limited by a 
world outside ourselves and a world inside ourselves. 

There is a flaw in our country. We are not a 
country as such yet. We are trapped in a collection of 
motels and boyscouts. 

We deny our history to ourselves. We are still 
dominated by the "Myth of Europe".. History books portray the 
American Negro as a canable with a bone in his nose. This 
is not true. Otherwise why would America be conscious of 
the Negro movement. 

BALDWIN says: "I have never been afraid of 
Russia* China or Cuba but I am terrified of this country. 
Apathy allows thousands of people in the deep south to 
perish - not only Negroes* the real victim is the poor 
white man* who does these things because he was told 
generations ago to do it. He could never allow himself to 
fall below the level of the Negro. 
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Who has divorced these white men from the 
reality? A handfull of men on the hill and some even on 
Capitol Hill whir have determined not to share the wealth. 

We could be a soverign people* We must assess 
our history. PERES, EASTLAND are not an act of Cod. We 
accept them because we are afraid to face the facts of 
our lives. 11

of the people toward their own private lives. 

In the richer countries of the world - Switzerland, 
Germany, England and America we find them the most inhuman. 
The poorer countries Spain & Italy they are more human.

The speakers were 1) Ralph Leavitt* 
from the Committee to Aid the Bloomington Students (a 
Y.S.A. group) 2) Levi Laub* from the group of students 
that went to Cuba 3) Dorothy Zellner* from the Student 
Non-Violent Coordinating Committee. 

"A fifty cent addmission charge was made. Proceeds were to 
be divided equaly between the speakers . 

"A forth person* a man* was on the platform* but didn't 
participate in the discussion. It seemed that he could 
have been Dorothy Zellner* s husband but no one was sure. 

"The moderator was a student member of the Harvard 
Socialist Club. 



"Dorothy Zellner spoke first. She said that her group 
(S.N.C.C.) was conducting a voter registration drive in the 
South. Many of her group she said had been the victims of 
police brutality* and phoney arrests. Several she said were 
being held in Southern jails* facing long jail terns. She 
asked for help for her group to raise bail money for S.N.C.C. 
people in jail. She painted an ugly picture of police 
brutality and intimidation in Southern jails . 

"The second person to speak was Levi Laub* from the students 
that traveled illegally to Cuba last summer. He said that he 
and several of that group had been charged with illegal 
travel to Cuba. He said that they were being charged under 
a seldom used law that gave the State Dept, authority to

suspend travel to any country, He said there had never 
been a case just like this, and that his group felt quite 
confident about a Supreme Court ruling in their favor. 

He asked for support for his group to raise money for 
their defense. 

"Ralph Leavitt, the spokesman for C^A.B.S. said that 
his group was being prosecuted under a 'Smith Act* type 
law. He said the law stated as its goal the elimination 
of communist and communist teachings . He said that this was 
a law designed to control and restrict education. During 
the question and answer period he admitted that he was a 
Trotskyite and that he was in favor of a Socialist 
Revolution. He said that the Y.S.A. didn't advocate the 
violent overthrow of the U. S. Govt, as long as Democracy 
prevailed. He asked for financial support for C.A.B.S. 

"In general the audience was not sympathetic with any of the 
speakers except D* Zellner. Most of. the questions were 
slightly antagonistic and directed to Levi Laub.

The ’’Guide to Subversive Organizations and Publications, ” 
revised and published as of December 1, 1961, prepared and re- 
leased by the Committee on Un-American Activities, United States 
House of Representatives, Washington, D.C., contains the follow- 
ing concerning the Emergency Civil Liberties Committee:

’’Emergency Civil Liberties Committee 

’’l.* - ’The Emergency Civil Liberties Committee is an 
organization with headquarters in New York, whose 
avowed purpose is to abolish the House Committee on ' 
Un-American Activities and discredit the FBI.*** 

The Committee finds that the Emergency Civil Liberties 
Committee!,- established in 1951, although representing 
itself as a non- Communist group, actually operates AS 
a front for the Communist Party. It has repeat.edly 
assisted, by means of funds and legal' aid, Communists 
involved in Smith Act violations and similar legal' 
proceedings. One of its chief activities has been 
and still is the dissemination of voluminous Communist 
propaganda material.’ 

’Frank Wilkinson was called as a witness when he 
appeared in Atlanta as a representative of the Emergency 
Civil Liberties Committee to propagandize against the 
Committee on Un-American Activities- and to protest its 
hearings. In 1956 Wilkinson was identified as a. (Communist 
Party member by a former FBI undercover agent within 
the party. Summoned at that time to answer the alle- 
gation, his reply to all questions was, ’I am answering 
no questions of this committee.’ This also became his 
stock reply to questions when he appeared during the 
Atlanta hearings. - ***Wilkinson has since been convicted 
of contempt of Congress and sentenced to one year in jail. 



’Disputing the non-Communist claim of the organization, 
the committee finds that a number of other individuals 
connected with the ECLC also have been identified under 
oath as Communists.***’ ,

This advertisement announced the for- 
mation of the FPCC in New York City and declared the FPCC 
intended to promulgate ”the truth about revolutionary Cuba” 
to neutralize the distorted American press. 



”The New York Times” edition 1- of January 11, 1961, 
reported that at a hearing conducted before the United States 
Senate Internal Security Subcommittee on January 10, 1961, 

? Dr. Charles A. Sahtos-Buch identified himself and Robert Taber 
as organizers of the FPCC. He also testified he and Taber 
obtained funds from the Cuban Government which were applied 
toward the cost Of the aforementioned advertisement. 



On May 16, 1963, a source advised that during 
the first two years of the FPCC*s existence there was a struggle 
between Communist Party (CP) and Socialist Workers Party (SWP) 
elements to exert their power within the FPCC and thereby, 
influence FPCC policy. However, during the past year this 
source observed there has been a successful effort by FPCC 
leadership to minimize the role of these and other organizations 
in the FPCC so that today their influence is negligible. 



On May 20, 1963, a second source advised that the 
National Headquarters of the FPCC is located in Room 329 at 
799 Broadway, New York City.

"Dellinger was the first speaker and was introduced .by 
Muste as an editor of liberation 5 magazine and. as one of -the . 
few reporters "allowed to go to Cuba by the Department of State* 
Dellinger presented his observations of Cuba based on '.his visit 
there. .He said he was impressed by the attitude of the people, 
in that they were not afraid of what he saw. He said. he 'was met 
by a young' couple Who told him that they would guide him if he 
so desired, 'but ijhai he was free to go anywhere he wished.' He 
had freedom of movement and not a controlled tour* 



"Dellinger also said he could understand why a lot of 
CuT^ans.fled to the United’ States* Thye had been under the rule 
of Batista and could not comprehend the revolution* In their 
Ignorance of what Fidel Castro was trying' "to do for Cuba, they 
came 'to; the United States* Dellinger also waid that people still 
in Cuba* former land and business owners from whom Castro con- 
fiscated property, are. allowed open criticism of the agrarian 
reform and the taking, over of businesses as long as they do not 
criticize the revolution itself* 
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"I*'F* Stone was the 'next ’ speaker, and presented his' 
views on how the United States should £ct toward Cuba* He' 
emphasized that we must start .negotiations with t Cuba' add resume 
normal relations. Stone also said that. the Cuban refugees in 
the United states should be returned to Cuba where they would 
be given jobq~as Cuba needs technicians and skilled workers?*. 

”Stone also adVicat.ed sending Peace Corps workers into 
Cuba to- help with the sugar crop and- other agricultural pro- 
ductsi , He said that it is .possible .that a refugee grpup can 
invade Cuba and gain a foothold,' but that "this would only
